Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicants' response to a non-final action dated 12/02/2002, received 6/05/2003, paper # 20 
is acknowledged. New claims 48-50 were added. Priority statement was added to the first line of 
the specification. 

Rejection Withdrawn 

2. Rejection of claims 39-47 under 35 USC 103 made in paragraph 8 of the office action 
mailed December 20, 2002 is withdrawn in view of applicants' amendments and arguments. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 39-50 are allowed. The claims are free of prior art. The invention is drawn to an 

immunogenic composition comprising a lipooligosaccharide isolated from Moraxella catarrhalis 
and detoxified by treating to remove esterified fatty acids to produce detoxified LOS. The 
invention is based upon the discovery that hydrolysis of esterified fatty acids detoxifies 
lipooligosaccharide from Moraxella catarrhalis without destroying the immunostimulatory 
activity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
